Signature of More Than 
66 2-3 Qualified Voters 
Needed 


Signature of more than sixty- 
six and two-thirds of qualified 
voters in any electoral district 
will be required before any mem- 
ber of the Alberta legislature can 
be subjected to recall. This pro- 
vision is included in the “Act Pro- 
viding for the Recall of Members 
of the Legislative Assembly,” 
which was introduced into the 
legislature on Friday by Hon. 
Ernest C. Manning, minister of 
trade and industry. 

Another outstanding provision of | 
the bill is that a fee of $200, which 
is not returnable, must accompany | 
any petition for recall and. prior to | 
circulation of any petition, persons 
seeking the recall will be given 
forms by the clerk of the executive 
council sufficient to contain the sig- 
natures to the number of 75 per 
cent. of the total number of voters | 
who are on the voters’ list, compil- 
fed upon the occasion of the last 
| provincial general election. |

Fifty Y ears “Ago 


From the Files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


An item in the Benton River Press copied 
into the Manitoba Free Press, speaks of the 
drowning of one “Black Jack,” in Belly River 
in 1877, and asks for information regarding him 
so that his heirs may secure his effects, worth 
some $7000 now in the hands of the Mounted 
Police. A man of that name or alias was well 
known to several Edmonton residents a number 
of years ago. His real name was John Smith, 
a native of the state of Arkansas, partly of 
Cherokee descent. He went to California across 
the plains in 1852 and mined there for six years, 
In May or June of 1858 he came to British 
Columbia on the steamer Surprise, and mined 
there for some years on the Fraser and Cariboo, 
He was owner of the celebrated “Black Jack” 
tunnel in Cariboo, which at one time yielded 
400 ounces of gold per day per man. From 
Cariboo he went to Peace River broke in 1863. 
He returned across the mountains and went to 
Kootenay. From Kootenay he came to Edmon- 
ton, where he remained one winter. He went to 
Peace River in the summer in company with 
Bob Lamont, Dancing Bill, Bill Southcombe, 
Jameson and others, and remained there the 
following winter. Crossed the mountains into 
British Columbia in the spring and worked in 
the Omenica and Cassiar mines, which is the 
last known of him here. He was known to E 
Carey, Jas. Reid, C. Stephens, Jas. Gibbons, C. 
Gagnon, Lamoureux Bros., and other old timers 
here.

We cannot get very far away from the fact 
that the regimen which builds a strong healthy 
body during childhood is indeed profitable. It 
pays, nat only during the childhood years, but 
also during those later years when its benefits 
tend to remain. 

If you could pull up your 
chair beside my desk and read 
many of the letters which’ 
come to me from sick people, 
you would soon see that more 
than half of them méntion 
some form of sickness during 
childhood. The child with 
poor health all too often 
grows up to become the adult 
with poor health. 

Many of these letters be- 
gin something like this: “As 
a child I had a stomach which was easily upset, 
my tonsils were bad, I developed several colds 
each winter and was constipated.” Very often, 
the writers of these letters go on to say that 
they still have the troubles which appeared 
during childhood, which have now reached a 
more advanced form. 

Undoubtedly, the adult who is today in poor 
health can frequently look back and see that 
his present disability is the result of wrong 
feeding and incorrect hygiene of earlier days. 
Children whose improper habits of living pro- 
duce illness during the growing years, may 
build up disease tendencies which remain to 
harass them at later periods. In fact, many of 
the breakdowns of early adult life and of middle 
age, began years ago in the faulty habits of 
childhood. 

I am sure that many of my readers will 
agree with me that if we could prevent the 
first breaks in health during childhood, we 
could also prevent many of the big breakdowns 
later on, which are the ones which may do the 
most lasting damage. 

It is, as a rule, much easier to return a child 
to health than an adult. Children respond 
quickly to the right treatment and improve 
rapidly under the righ care. For one thing, the 
disorders of children are just beginning, they 
are yet in the first stages and have not advanced 
to the more severe stages seen in adults. For 
another thing, children are still plastic and 
flexible and grow easily in the right direction. 

The best advice I can possibly give you is to 
guard the health of the child during the grow- 
ing period. Correct any defects early. Guard 
your child’s eyes that his vision may be good 
when he is grown; impress upon him the value 
of a wholesome diet and the importance of a 
good intestinal elimination. If he has any throat, 
nose or ear defects, see that they are corrected 
Give him a chance to grow strong and heaithy 
and you may be sure that in doing that, you 
have done for him the best that you may pos- 
sibly do.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: “Bothered” writes: “My only 
physical symptom is a continued dizziness. I 
become very dizzy and feel that I am going to 


faint; however, I never at any time become 
dizzy enough to fall and do not lose conscious- 
nes Otherwise, my physical condition seems 


excellent. I am aware that I am emotionally 
unstable and two doctors have told me that [ 
am a neurotic. What I am getting at is this: 
Could the dizziness be the result of a neurosis?” 

ANSWER: I believe that you will under- 
stand that it is difficult for me to make a defi- 
nite statement concerning the cause of the dizzi- 
ness, prior to examining you. However, it is 
true that dizziness such as you describe is one 
of the very common symptoms experienced by 
the patient with an anxiety neurosis, I wil! be 
glad to send you an article outlining the vari- 
ous physical causes of dizziness, if you desire 
it. You could check over these causes and if 
none of them seems to apply in your case, you 
could then be reasonably sure that the neurosis 
is the basis of the vertigo.

Henry Van Sittart, rear admiral 
of the British navy and the foun- 
der of the City of Woodstock of 
today.

The Tech Science Club should 
now realize the education value of 
movies.

One group of films dealt with | 
transformer construction These | 


showed how various transformers 
were built, 

The second group of films shown, 
demonstrated how transformers are 
protected from damage by light- 
ning surges. This was beautifully 
demonstrated by using the analogy 
of water waves. The moving pic- 


tures showed a long water tank in| 


which a@ wave was started, This 
clearly demonstrated the turbu- 
lence caused by the wave, and by 


comparing the effect of the water | 


wave with that of a sudden surge 
or wave of electricity the possibil 
ity of damage from lightning was 
made clear, 


VYICTURES SHOW DETAILS 

Then other pictures showed how 
altering an internal arrangement of 
boards and opening the bath of the 
wave, the turbulence could be re- 
duced to such a small amount that 
damage from it was unlikely. This 
analogy was then transferred from 
water waves to Electric waves, and 
we all now feel that the lightning 
would find it hard to damage a 
modern transformer.
